Am ObMleiMit 8«ud« 

In th(> processes of change and decay 

thiit arc ill! idental to the growth of a 
spoken language, it is interesting to note 
tne appearances of certain peouliaritiei> 
of speech and the disappearance of oth- 
ers. A general change in a certain sound 
often takes more than a generation to 
accomplish itself. People are, fortu- 
nately, pretty conservative in the matter 
of pronunciation. 

Such a gradual proce-<s appears now 
to be going on, by which the sound of 
the leuer r after a vowel is becoming 
obsolete. The letter r is called the let- 
tab ah. This u<«ed to be considered an 
affectation In thn part of the countrv. 
Boston people wet o ridtonled for speak- 
ing of culchah ; but that word is now 
pronounced in that way by at least as 
many New-Yorkers as Boston ians. It 
is now noticeable among the older gen- 
eration here; but the young ladies, some 
of the young men, and nearly all the 
children under fliteen years of age, now 
pronounce New York Ne-Yawk, and 
other words to correspond. Gro into 
an^ public school in this city and ask the 
children to tell you who was the first 
President of the United States, and they 
will respond unanimously, **Jawge 
Washington ^* Ask about the present 
incumbent of that office, and they will 
say his name is Ahthu. Ask them a 
categorical queetion, and they will cry, 
'•Yes, sah!" or "No, sah! ' And this 
notwithstaoding the fact that in the 
primary department they were 
dr-r-r-iiled to say br-r-roth-er-r, with a 
tremendous tr-r-nll on the rs. For 
many years this Huund of r has been left 
in the South; in New En'^land you shall 
seldom hear it ; on Long Island it never 
*by an V poseibllity salutes your ear ; and 
now that It is dying oat in New York 
wtth the present generation, it is likely 
to disappear entirely east of the IVicky 
Mountaitis. 

The disappearances of the sound will 
greatly complicate tlie labors of the 
spelling reformers. Some of the combi- 
nations that are produced by suppress- 
ing the r are incapable uf pr j^entation 
by the present alphabet. There is a lin- 
gerin<r on some of the syllables, as in the 
word heart, pronounced, as nearly as we 
can represent H, hklMll» WMoh alttoet 
defies notation. 

The varieties of sound produced in 
different combinations of letters by the 
substitution for r of the wound of u 
in but — wliich most often takus the place 
—are too namerooi Imr as to follow ont 
in the space at our command. They 
would make a paper long enough for 

f>resentation at tne meeting of a philo- 
ojpcal society. We wish simply to call 
the attention of students of language to 
this movement, which is widespreacfand 
certainly growing. To a greater degree 
than tbev imagine, the sound of r after 
tk womA m obaotoeowt— i^. f.

— The absorption of a speck in the 
eye of a horse, if resulting from inflam- 
mation, may often be haeteiied by blow- 
ing some burned alum throu;;h a goose 
quill into the eye.

, A young man in the older communltiea 
of the East, reading of the marvelooB 
growth of this new Western oountry, 
often asks himself whether he could not 
wiselj ioda the ranks of the next annual 
migration. No doubt the question, 
••Shall I go West?'" ia the uppermost 
problem in the minds of thousands of 
the young men ot the East, who have 
still their careers to make, and have not 
vet rained a secure and promising foot- 
ing in the business world. It is a ques- 
tion which each must answer for himself, 
and concerning which no advice can be 
given that would be of universal appli- 
cation. It would be a p^rievoiis mistake 
to suppose that a change of longitude 
alon« inkures snooess. Idlenees, incom- 
petency, and a nervele><s, drifting dispo- 
sition, have no better chance in Montana 
than in Massachusetts. Indeed, tbe: e 
are some men who run along fairly well 
in the East, in the grooves of custom 
and of established acquaintance and 
business connections, who would make 
lamentable shipwreck if set adrift in a 
new Western community. 

On the other liand, the chances for a 
young man of avvruffe pluck and ener- 
gy are unqnestionably much better in 
the West than in the Ka^t. lie shares 
the advantages of being among the first 
to open a fresh store-house of natural 
wealth. He gets the first dividend on 
the increase of value resulting from 
bringing popnlation upon the son. The 
land he buys for three or four dollars an 
acre, or gets for nothing by homestead 
•etUonMBt. soon becomes worth ten or 
filtBen. If he embarks in trade or in any 
mechanical pursuit, his wares or his 
services are in brisk* demand, bacaose 
all the new-c<Hn«ni MOund him require 
goods and i mplements. Then there is a 
Mrtain stimnlns in the moral atmos- 
phere caused by the ambitions and en- 
ergies of a new community full of hope 
AIM activity, whldi mains hardshl|M 
easy to bear anil oanias b«of aao|f •! 
spirits. ^ 

Western people find it mHI to maka 
their friends in the East understand just 
what they mean when they speak of the 
diflerenoe in the boslaMs and social 
tone of the two sections. It is a differ- 
ence to be felt rather than defined. 
TiMnre is vastJy more anargy tad more 
hope per ca/nUi of the population hi 
new communities than old, and the i^ 
migrant feels at onee the resolting sUm- 
nlus. It braces up the listless and the 
desponding, and makes even the most 
aodVe man conclude that there is a deal 
more in him in the way of work and 
ideaa than he supposed. Manv a young 
■M iHm iPO«ld have remalnaa a olari 
or imall-salaried employee of some kind 
•11 his life, had he sUyed in the East, 
becomes, amid the larger opportnnities 
of the West, a "leading citizen," and 
the owner of a fine farm or a prosperous 
boslneM. 

The young man going West can, 
therefore, count upon the opportunities 
of obtalntag good ImmI •! mbmI «oel, «be 
business openings growing out of the 
wants of a new community, and the 
moral incentlye that oomes from con- 
tact with hopeful, enterprising people. 
If he does not succeed in gaining a full 
measure of independence in the eoorM 
of ten years, the reason will lie in his 
own disposition Ue will either lack 
wwzy and eapadty, or ha will be so 
much a creature of habit and so thor- 
oughly the outgrowth of an older oivil- 
iMwioB that he oan not adjust himself to 
the new environments. There are men, 
M well as trees, that will not thrive 
whisB transplanted. The hitending emi- 
grant would do well to study his own 
usposition carefully, and m^ sore
